One oi our employees who nas served many years on the cable 
ship reports tnat Russian trawlers operate exclusively in this 
ares and that trawlers of other nat ions art encountered closer to 
shore in shallow water areau. 

Fkir carle ship was unable to unpletA repair* becaune of 
bad weather and will return to this area approximately April 12t.n 
for that purpose. Our cable ship left two mark buoys m the nre« 
to indicate the area of operation when she returns to complete the 
repairs.
